I rise, Sir, for the purpose of propo-

‘I confess, Sir, in this attempt, I feela 
golemn awe upon my spirits. ‘The pres- 
ence of so many venerable personages as 
I perceive around me, especially when 
associated with the grand object for 
which they are united, of giving the word 
of life to thousands of our fellow beings, 
excites feelings in my breast, not wholly 
unlike those experienced by the voung 
patriarch, when journeying through the 
wilderness of Padanaram. 

he return of this joyful Anniversary 
brings with ita train of pleasing reflec- 
tioas, peculiarly calculated to awaken in 


the mind the most ardent desire for tle 


spread of divine knowledge. 

It may not, however, be wholly un- 
profitable to reflect a few moments on the 
past and present condition of mankind. 
In viewing the moral state of the werld, 
an ancient prophet was led to exclaim, 
“darkness has covered the earth, and 
gross darkness the people.” Where the 
light of divine revelation has never shed 
its cheering beams, this darkness still re- 
mains undiminished. Thelapse of ages 
has made no improvement in the moral 
eonditionofman. Multitudes of beings, 
like ourselves, destined for immortality, 
are still sitting in darkness and in the re- 
gion of the shadow of death. But shall 
this dreary night be perpetual ? Shall 
no ray, of light ever cheer and soften the 
dismal gloom ? Must man still grope 
his way without knowing whither be is 


bound? No, blessed be God, the world 
shall yct be enlightened, the prophecy 
of Daniel tial receive its full accom- 
plishment, when “many shall ran to 
and fre, and knotde «dge shall be increas- 
ed.” 

Do not the signs of the times, Sir, ine 
dicate, that this prophecy is now fulfill- 
Has there ever been a day since 
the dawn of C hristianity, when such glo» 
rious efforts were maki ing for the spread 
of divine knowle.|ge ? 

The ministers first employed in pub- 
lishing the doctrine of the cross were 
specially endued with the gifts of the Ho- 
ly Spirit, by which they were enabled 
to confirm their doctrine by miracles. 
But beyond the limits of their personal 
operations, they had no means of spread- 

ing the knowledge of the sacred Scrip- 
tures without copying them by hand. 

This process must have been necessarily 
slow and expensive. Hence we-learn,. 
from the history of those times, that for 
a single copy of the Bible, tolerably 
written on vellum, people were wont to 
pay from four to five hundred crowas ! 
How few could possess a Bible at such 
aprice! Butin the year 1440, as is 
generally supposed, the art of printing 
was invented. By whom, and where, 
is not fully decided. Seven cities of 
Greece contended for the birth of Ho- 
mer. In like manner, Mentz, Harlem, 
and Strasburg, three cities of Germany, 
contended for the honour of being the 


mg ? 


‘birth place of this interesting invention. 


But, Sir, that Homer was born some- 
where, that he lived, that he wrote, and 
that his writings still live to enrich the 
literary cabinet, are facts disputed by 
none, - So, whether either Guttemburgh, 
Faust, Mentel, or Kosler, were the in- 
ventors of this wonderful art, is of little 
moment tous. But the art itself is one 
of the most important discoveries with 
which the world has ever been blessed. 
By means of this, the greatest facility has 
been given to the spread of divine know!l- 
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edge. It is thoueht that the Bible was 
the first book ever impressed on movea- 
ble types. 

A single copy of this rude im ression 
was sold in France for sixty crowns! 
Now, a much fairer impression can be 
procured for less thanone. What an in- 
teresting contrast! Whliat blessings at 
tend the day in which we live ! 

You will permit me, venerable Sir, to 
mention one other discovery, whic’: has 


eontributed little Jess to the spread of 


Christian knowledge than the one jnst 
noticed. I refer to the discovery of the 
Magnet, and the invention of the Mari- 
ner’s compass. Whetherthis invention 
3s to be ascribed to the Chinese, or to 
Goia of Naples, does not concern us. 
But we feel bound to acknowledge the 
goodness of God in directing the iuven- 
tive powers of man to make the inter- 
esting discovery. But for this invention, 
this western continent had remained un- 
known to the civilized world. It would 
have continued, to the present time, the 
exclusive abode of savage men and 
beasts. But for this, the Bible had riev- 
er visited these “ goings down of the 
sun.” No Christian temple had ever 
liited its lofty spire, nor the “ church 


going-bell” been heard in this land of 


pagan darkness. How much, Sir, we 
are indebted to this interesting discovery 
for that vast increase of Divine know!- 
edge in tiese latter days ! 

Before the discovery, when the mari- 
ner lost sight of Jand, he directed his 
course in the best manner he could, by 
observing the heavenly bodies. But it 
often happened, as with Paul when cross- 
ing the Adriatic, that if neither sun nor 
stars appeared for many days, he was 
driven up and down without knowing 
whither he went. But directed by this 
wonderful instrument, the mariner fear- 
lessly leaves his native shores, and directs 
his course across the pathless ocean; 
and after having lost sight of the land 
for several months, he makes his destin- 
tined port on the opposite side of the 

lobe! By this means the Bible has 
travelled from land to land ; and shall 
continue to travel until every nation and 
clime shall be visited and blessed with 


the Word of Life. 


The Christian world appears, Sir, ty 


be awake in some good degree to thes. 
important advantages. She is now jin. 
proving them in spreading the sacred 
Scriptures, in their different languages, 
among all the nations of the earth. — 

What prodigies have been effected by 
the British and Foreign Bible Society! | 
mention, Sir, this Parent Tnstitution, this 
wonder of modern times, with the pro. 
foundest respect. I nevertheless, Sir, 
cherish the hope, that in her means anj 
efforts the American Bible Society wil 
be second at least to no other on earth, 

‘ We most devoutly hope the time js 
not far distant, when, what the entrap. 
tured Psalmist said of the heavens, may 
be said of the Holy Scriptures. “ There 
is no speech nor language where their 
voice is not heard. ‘Their line is gone 
out throughall the earth, and their words 
to the end of the world.” 

Do we esteem the Bible, Sir, as “Hea 
ven’s best gift to man?” ‘Then how 
can we better manifest our love to the 
Redeemer’s cause, and to the souls of 
men, than by placing this precious treas- 
ure in their hands? Without this, all 
before us is total darkness. Give up the 
Bible, and the cheering prospect of im- 
mortality is extinguished in a moment ! 
Reject the Bible, and we find ourselves 
at once in the midst ofa fathomless ocean 
clinging to the wreck of our former 
hopes, but without either chart or com 
pass | 

I acknowledge, Sir, I fee. mtyselfa 
sinner in the sight of Heaven. IT am 
hence led to ask, with tréniling solici- 
tude, How can men be just with God ?

In doing 
his, I recognize that deep impression 
hich the goodness of God has made 
pon the benevolent of mankind, in per- 
litting them to promote the knowledge 
bf ais will.

lence in this world. 
arth affords, Christians hope for, when 


hey shall be with Christ.. Why then is 
heir pilgrimage prolonged ? Why, ac- 
ording to the fulness of redeeming love, 
re they not permitted, immediately to 
irop this mortal, and to put on immor- 
ality? Something great is manifestly 
0be accomplished by their kindred to 
a earthly race, before these ties shall be 
solved, Some great purpose is to be 
rived by the associations which they 
‘ave formed here. 

Were the implantation of a benevolent 
tinciple in the hearts of men a signal 
or their immediate transit to a better 
vorld, the pleasure would never be 
heirs of contemplating themselves as in- 
truments in the hand of their Redeem- 
',of extending Spiritual life to dying 
hen. But, they are appoiuted to a ser- 
ice, they are indulged ina gratification. 
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Let them cease to reside. let them cease 
to act; nay, let them cease to associate 
and to act in this world, and the cause of 
truth and salvation must stop where it 
is. 

Those who have already become be- 
nevolent through the medium of revealed 
truth, form those cords of divine love by 
which the mercy of Heaven holds on to 
perishing sinners. 

The condition of multitudes in Chris- 
tian lands, ignorant, unprivileged, and 
stupid as they are ; the situation of mill- 
ions in the unpenetrated regions of pa- 
gan darkuess, and the dependance of alk 
men upon the instructions of the Bi- 
ble, that they may become children of 
God and brethren of each other, unite to 
tell those who have a scriptural hope of 
Heaven, why they linger here. 

Had the immediate disciples of Jesus 
Christ, when they received from him the 
last assurance of his salvation, left the 
world ; or, had they declined the ser- 
vice of extending the glad news from 
lieaven, it had never been heard beyond 
the limits of Judea. 

Let living saints, who now inherit 
many of the obligations and privileges 
of these early disciples, renounce their 
charge, or shrink from their duty ; and 
the poor and stupid of our cities, the 
forgotten of our country, the remote in 
our new settlements, and the pagans of 
our age, will find oceasion aud motive to 
ask us,in the day of judgment, why we 
gave them not the law of God and the 
testimonies of his grace ? 

‘The early disciples made no super- 
fluous preparation for their work, by or- 
ganizing their community upon the best 
plan for action ; nor by marshaling all 
their force. Had they done less, they 
had been unfaithful to the Lord, and un- 
kind to their fellow-men. Christians of 
the present age owe all their strength, 
and that strength combined and directed 
in the best possible manner, tothe grand 
purpose of filling the eaith with the 
knowledge of God. 

The Bible and the Bible alone, con- 
tains that instruction which furnishes man 
with a knowledge of his character, his 
duty, aud his interests, Withhold from 
him this book, and require him to be 
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virtuous, to have right aficctions, and to 
act from right motives, zad you demand 
of him an impossibility. Ue i is required 
to love God, to repent of sin, te reform 
from wickedness, to believe on the Sav- 
jour, and to observe the cuties of pieciy 
and benevolence. But no man can love 
God any farther than he knotys what 
God is 3 no man will humble himseif for 
an unknown transgression, or obey a 
hidden injunction. ‘True religion can 
prevail in this world to an extent no wi- 
der than the actual circulation of the Lo- 
ly Scriptures give it a vehicle for its 
prevalence : It can wind its way into no 
more of the recesses of that territory 
which it} nominally occupies, than are 
actually penetrated by this sacred book. 

Convinced of this most simple and ob- 
vious truth, benevolent men are uniting 
ina design no less than that of exbihit- 
ing to the people of this earth the Holy 
Bible in every language spoken by men. 
Then will the admonition of Christ sound 
through the earth, “ ye have no cloak 
for your sin.” 

In a work so great, many must be en- 
gaged : to one so delightful, all should 
be invited. It affords no tr ifling pleas- 
ure to a social mind on this occasion, to 
reflect upon the measures adopted by 
the Managets of this Institution for en- 
listing in its service tlie wisdom, the pi- 
ety, the benevolence, and tle pecuniary 
resources of this country. Permit me, 
Sir, to admonish those whe have come 
together from different and distant parts 
of it, to witness the kindness and propri- 
ety of those measures, and the zeal and 
friendship which here prevail 3 who 
have come themselves to catch some- 
thing of that Heaven!y flame which 
warms the hearts of this assembly, that 
the pleasure which they seek can be con- 
summated only by the establisliment of 
Auxiliary Societies in tlie several dis- 
tricts in which they reside. ‘he Parent 
Institution may exist, its annual meetings 
may be holden, its noble designs may be 
displayed, its character may be exhibit- 
ed as an object of national admiration ; 
‘but the means of its lasting usefulness 
and glory must be furnished by that vast 
co-operation of benevolent individuals 
which Auxiliary Institutions alove can 
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eagage. When-residentsin distant 

ces stiall have returned to the plesces 
their abode, and ia circles of their, 
paienace and neighbours shall tell , 
story of this day, and shall read and (j 
tribute ths Report to which we hy 
pow listened, the pleasure which i) 
will feel and impart will depend alg 
exclusively upon that reciprocal intey 
which will be telt by those only who be 
a part in this national benevolence,

Tue Biessed effects already produced by 
these translations ou the hearts of the heathen, 
must strengthen the hands and encourage the 
hearts of those who have been engaged in this 
important work When we contemplate tor 
a moment the Consequences tnat may res. 
to the heatbea world ‘rom furnishing one hw 
dred and fifty miilions with the Word of Gor 
in a language tha they can read and under 
stand, we are led to admire the divine have 
that hath supported and suided our Bey 
brethren in this great and «lo: ious work. 


It is a remarkable ijact, that Dine 
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loos han will require fifty different ver- 
.jons of the scriptures, before the wants 
‘its pepulation, one hundred and fiiiy 
millions, Will have been met. It has 
,ften been matter of regret to the writer, 
shat where the affinity is so great between 
rvo neighbouring dialects, a separate 
version of the scriptur s should be neces- 
arvi and yet so itis; aud so it wiilre- 
ef ull the inhabitants attain to a 
she r devree of civilization.

a great earthly benefactor; but he wrete, 
with his own pen, the whale of the Live 
volumes, octavo, in which the Bengalee 
Bible is comprised; and he was pro- 
ceeding iu the saine way with the Sung- 
skrit till a severe pain in his side warn- 
ed him of his dangers and compelled 
hi iim to make his Pandit bis amanuensis. 
The Sungskrit and the Bengalee may be 
called, therefure, the work of Dr. Ca- 
rey’s own hand. [From these, as the 
joundaiion, have all the other versions 
been produced, Having provides in tiis 
inanner the Sungskrit version, the source 
of almost all the dialects of Ludia, the 
Latin of the East, and known to all the 
learned from one extremity of India to 
the other, he was ready to avail | 
of the remarkable circumstances in which

In consequence of some misapprehen- 
Sious respecting or characters and de- 
signs, and owing to (as it now appears) 
ait unnecessary alarm respecting the 
predicted eflects of Missionary exer- 
tions in India, on the arrival of Dr. 
Marshmaa, myself, and others in a Da- 
ish ve.sol, we were prevented from pro- 
ceeding to join Dr. Carey, who was thea 
in an Ovscure village in the northern 
part of Bengal. From this unexpected 
Inierruption, we foreboded the most pain- 
ful resulis ; all hopes of formiag a Mis- 
siouary seiilement near the above village 
were at an end, and nothing now remain- 
ed but that Ur. Carey should leave his 
beloved privacy, aad join us at Seram- 
pore. ‘Lhis however, which then ap- 
peared to us “a irowning Providence,” 
was the cloud big with mercy, that mer- 
cy which has retreshed us during the las 
tweuty vears. liad the seat oi the Mis. 
sion not been thus removed, the Profes- 
surship m the-Callege—the English 
Schools—and the Printing Press, as 
meaus of larve pecuniary help, would 
not have been obtained. Thus that’ 
which appeared to ilreaten the extinc- 
tion of our Mission, was the very source 
of its prosperity : for this removal led to 
the appointment of my beloved col- 
le ‘ague to the Profe ssorship in the Col- 
lege of Fort-William ; aud this appoint- 
ment put him in possession, so far as it 
was uecessary to Lis plans, of all the 
learning of fadia, Learned men from 
every part crowded to Calcutta, seeking 
employment in this new College; aud 
the senior Sungskrit Vandit in the Col- 
lege, who attended Dr. Carey constantly 
in the discharge of his college duties, 
iufurmed him irom time to time of the 
arrival of some Jearved native, vow from 
Benares, then from Cashmere, then 
from the Punjab; and thus in succes- 
siou, irom the different provinces of in- 
dia, who were of course introduced to 
Dr. Carey. ‘Lhe Doctor here saw a!! 
India coming to pour its treasures at his 
feet; nor could he be so blind as not to 
recognize the hand, which thus brought 
hia help froin afar. 
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In that spirit of faith which has dis- 
tinguished his Missionary life, he en- 
gaged these learned men as fast as they 
were brought, and put the Sungskrit Bi- 
ble, as the original from which they were 
to translate, into the lands of each. 
Each pundit.thus furnished, and instruet- 
ed also inthe wature of the work of 
translation, now sat down, and began to 
render the Divine Word into his native 
dialect. He was assisted for some time 
by hints and directions trom two learned 
Hindoos, prepared by Dr. Carey, and 
familiarized to the work of trenslaiion,by 
having read the proofs of the Sungskrit 
and Bengalee with the Doctor ; aud toen 
from day to day he was able to go on 
alone with his work. Atan early period, 
his first attempts were brought to ile 
test; for alter he had advanced some 
way, his maiuscript was put to press, 
and the fiist sheet was examined by one 
of the initiated native assistants, sitting 
by the side of this original native traus- 
Jator. The first and second proofs were 
thus corrected, which brought the sheet 
as near as they could bring it to the ori- 
ginal Sungskrit. The third proof was 
then earried to Dr. Carey by the trans- 
lator himself, and they went over it to- 
gether, and over as many more proofs of 
tlie same sheet as the Doctor thought 
necessary, sometimes more and some- 
times fewer; and after this the sheet was 
ordered to press. 

As a further proof of the accuracy of 
these translations, it may be observed, 
that the Sungskrit, the Bengalee, and the 
Hindee, are known all around us; that 
our most intimate acquaittance, as well 
as our native converts, and the Missien- 
aries raised up in India, who are scat- 
tered all over Bengal and Hindoost’han, 
use these books, expound from them, 
and have thus been proving their accu- 
racy for more than a dozen years. What- 
ever others may be, therefore we cannot 
be ignorant respecting the general accu- 
racy of these versions ; and, though we 
are perfectly aware that they will be im- 
proved in every new version, as all the 


Luropean versions have been, yet, if 


honest and candid. we court the severest 
Serulity ; as a proct of which, we have 
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invited criticism by a public advertise. 
ment circulated throughout India. 

There had been translated, printed, 
and published — 

The whole of the Old and New Tes- 
taments in the Sungskrir, the Bengalee, 
the Mahratta, the itindee, and the Vor. 
iyu langua es. 

‘The New ‘Testament in the Kunkua, 
the Pushtoo, the Velinga, the Punjabee, 
the Assam, the Kurnata, the Guzuratee, 
aud the Chinese. Lathe Punjabee and 
the Chinese considerable progress has 
also been made ia printing the Old Testa- 
ment, 

Several other versions were also in the 
press when [ left India; and there are 
how sixteen presses at work daily in the 
der.mpore printing office, mostly em- 
pivyed on new versions or new editions 
vi the scriptures. 

Ab! my dear friend, how do I wish 
that you could have been present when 
the Miarquis and ‘iarchioness of Hast- 
ings, the Bishop of Calcutta, &c. did us 
the honour of visiting the establishment 
at Serampore ; present when they enter- 
ed the reom, in which about thirty learn- 
ed Hindoos were sitting in silence, aud 
translating the Sacred W ritings each into 
his own tongue; present, w hen they all 
arose to receive their disting uished visi~ 
tors, and when Dr. Carey presented to 
the Governor General of India, and to 
the learned Bishop, these translators of 
the Holy Scriptures one by one, iron 
Afiganistan, trom Guzurat, from Cash- 
mere, from ‘Pellinga, from Nepal, trom 
Assam, from China, oc. &c. dee. ! 

But we have a siill ul cher gratification 
in these translations. ‘i'o say notluug of 
six or eight individua's, resident im the 
vi'lage of Ramkrisimupore, who, in con- 
Sequence of reading one copy of the 
Bengalee New Testament, and without 
the intervention of any living teachers, 
were led to renounce beathenisiv, aud 
embrace the Christian faith, the same 
translation was the means of conversion 
to two very respectable Hindvos of tae 
writer cast; one of them is now em- 
ployed in the Court of Justice, under the 
butch government at Chinsuralh; and 
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the other isone of our best Hindoo poets, 
the greater part oi the Hyaonns in our Bea- 
= hymn-book being his composition. 

e has also written an able defence of 
c Coristianity, which has been printed, 
coutrasting the heathen tenets in which 
he nus educated with the glorious duc- 
tines of the Gospel. 

‘Sie Bengalee Scriptures have also 
begun to diffuse a very great portion of 
diviae knowledge around the capital of 
judia; they have become a sacred lig!t 
iu the families, and to the feet, of many 
bh: nighted heathens; they have su, poried 
some in a state of sickness, and enabled 
vilers to meet their last change with ho- 
ly resignation, yea, with sacred triumph. 
Such have been the effects of the Seram- 
pore translations where they have been 

tust read. 

But uot cn'y have the Translations 
been attacked: the following quotation 
is given ia the last w.iontily Magazine, 
trom one of Dr. Bryce’s Sermons, by 
which it appears, that he wishes to in- 
sinuate that no Conversions deserving ot 
the name have been made in India. 
‘The Rev. James Bryce, in a sermon 
preached in Calcutta, March, 13818, said, 
* Zeal the most activeand disiuterested, 
and diligence the most assiduous, have 
net been spared by the Christian Mis- 
siouary in the pious attempts to convert 
ihe natives of fadia. But, alas! it may 
be doubted, 11 at this day he boasts a sin- 
gie proselyte to his creed over whom he 
is Warranted to rejoice,” &e. 

his gentleman did not know, but, 
living only fourteen miles from Seram- 
nore, he might have known,and he wish- 
cd for the information, that the persons 
connected with the Serampore Mission 
have baptized between six und seven “un- 
cred Liindoo ragans and Mahometans ; 
that there is a Christian Church of 150 
Avacanes-, in and round Chittagong, 
speaking the Burman languave, and read- 
ing the pait of the Buruian New Testa- 
ment witch is already published, who 
lave been converted to the Christian 
faith; that m Jessere there ts another 
church of converted blindeos und Slaho- 
Hietans, Colsisting Of nearly [OO mem- 
bers; that at Cuiwa, anothcr cliureh, a- 
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Hindoo and Mahometan converts, exists; 
that at Dinajepore, a similar church ex- 
ists, of more than a hundred members ; 
and, that, at Serampore and Calcutta, 
there are nearly 200 Christian Hindoos 
and ‘iahometan couverts ; in short, that, 
in Hindoost’hin and Bengal this Mission 
has nearly twenty churches of Christian 
natives. Is there not one individual, 
then, an all these, over whom the Chris- 
tian Missiomary is warranted to rejoice ? 

A converted Hindoo of the writer cast, 
PrraAMBUR-SING, died some years ago, 
who preached the Christian faith. He 
even defended it ably by his pen, and ex- 
pired quoting the words of the Bible as 
the foundation of that composure and 
confidence which were most conspicuous 
in his Christian death. He frequently 
observed, that he had obtained “ the 
peace which Paul wenn ea the intro- 
duction to the Epistles; > we not then 
war’a ited to rejoice over aie memory 
of such a convert °” 

KxtsiNoo prisaD, that first Bramhun 
who was baptized in Bengal, died also 
afew years ago. He was most exem- 
plary in his life, sought to bring his 
wealthy relations to the faith, and died 
full of hope, leaving behind him a name 
embalined in the memory of all his 
brethren. 

Some time after him died Furicx,a 
Hlindoo, who carried the Gospel in the 
face of the most threatening danger, to 
his native villace. ‘The villagers s¢ ae 
him, and stopping up his eyes, ears, nos- 
trils, and mouth, with mud, d rove him 
from their village. ‘This convert, when 
he caine to die, called around him his 
brethren, and bepge ‘d them to sing a 
hymn. While they were singing, his 
soul departed,berne as it were to its eter- 
nal rest, onthe chorus of this hymn ; 
* [ternal salvation through the death 
of Christ.” 

RuGHoo, another converted Hindoo, 
was visited by myself in his last moments. 
‘This poor man had been swung with 
hooks thrust through the flesh of his back 
at six dierent times. I counted this 
numbe : of scars which the hooks had 
lett. slong as this native was able to 
speak ola inly, he explained his firm hope 
jn the death of Christ, and at last, just 
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as he was leaving the world, fixing his 
eyes on me, and laying his hand on his 
heart, he said, (speaking of the Lord 
Jesus Christ,) ** He ts here—He is here 
——I feel that he is here.” 

Krrtsunoo, the first Indian convert, 
has stood the test of twenty years, and 
still adorns his Christian profession. A 
young man, GORACHUND, was seized by 
his ‘relations, who were aout to carry 
him from Serampore by force. He ap- 
pealed tothe Danish magistrate, who put 
it to his choice, and before this magis- 
trate; and in the presence of his heathen 
mother, he declared he would bea Chris- 
tian s—he is now a Christian teacher. 
RamMonwn, aconverted Bramhunof the 
higher cast, and who, when a heathen, 
set fire tothe pile in which his living mo- 
ther was consumed to ashes, has been the 
means of te conversion of several per- 
sons, and he is now such a_ persuasive 
preacherolthe Gospel, that l have seen 


his congregation drenched in tears. 


Nay, what is more, when I was leaving 
Serampore, there were then waiting for 
baptism five persons, who had been cen- 


verted by vhe ministry of another Hin- 
doo preacher, Seruk Ram. Over such 
converts as these, are we uot warranted 
tu rejoice ? Would te God that we had 
more such, and that Dr. Bryce might 
nave many-such to be “his joy and crown 
af rejoicing inthe day of the Lord Jesus.”

We lave seen the cloud likea 
mans hand, and we now hear the sound of 
much rain: verily the Lord is among us, con- 
Viucing of sin, oi righteousness, and of judg- 
ment—many are pricked in the veart, some 
are rejuicing in the Lord, and convictions and 
convertions are daily multiplying ‘The pow- 
er and the mercy of God ave felt extensively 
in College, anda number of the dear youth 
have been brought to sulmit to the sceptre of 
Immanuel ; and many others are bowed down 
under a seuse of sin, aod are anxiously enqui- 
ring what thes must doto be saved. We can- 
not be more particular at-present Christians 
pray forus: forget not that there are nearly 
three hundred young men of talents in this 
College, and thai their heart: are in the bands 
of that God who hears your prayers if you 
are Chrisiians.

The following Statement is contained ina 
letter from the pious students at Hamilton Col- 
Jege, to their brethren at Nassau Hall, N J. 

At the commencement of the present 
year, the number of students in this iu- 
stitution amounted to 89. Of this num- 
ber about 37 were professors of religion. 
No peculiar excitement was supposed to 
csi until about three weeks aiter the 
beginumg of the second term. At that 
time many pious students in the College 
Lecaa to deplore the waste places of Li- 
oa, and feel more sensibly alive to the 
interests of Christ’s kingdom. Their 
activity and zeal awakened the attention 
of others. 

Gur stated mectings and conferences 
suddenly assumed a more pleasing and 
animating aspect. Numbers attended 
who had hitherto viewed the importaut 
subject of religion with cold indiilerence. 
Christians appe: ared more alive to the 
interests of their Divine Master, and 


more deeply impressed with a sense of 


their obligations to God and to impeni- 
ient sinners. ‘Their prayers were ap- 
parently more spiritual, ardent and sin- 
cere, Conceiving it to be their duty to 
recommend the religion of the meek and 
lowly Jesus, not only by example, but 
by precept: they conversed familiarly 
and affectionately with their uuconvert- 
ed fellow-studcnts, endeavouring to con- 
vince them of its importance by the 
strongest arguments, and persuading 
them to comply with its requirements, 
by the most powertul moijjves. Nor 
were their exertions unblessec by the 
God of heaven. Presenting their re- 
quests at the throne of Grace, in the ex- 
ercise of faith, and with a strong persua- 
sion of their own spiritual inbecility, 
they received the assistance of the Holy 
Spirit, whose life-giving energies enabled 
them io press on with ardour in the glo- 
rious cause in which they were engaged. 


‘his unusual activity on the part of 


professing Christians, was powertully 
calculated to arrest the attention of the 
UUCODVE rted, and convince them of the 
divine re ality and the jafinite linpor- 
‘tance of our Loly religion. Aud we be- 
hey, e (fhrid, ti: rough the blessing of Gud, 
tt hadthat effect. Nambcrs were deep- 


ly impressed with a sense of their native 
depravity, their guilt and danger, and 
solicitously enquired what they should 
do to be saved. 

Near the close of the term, the great- 
est solemnity prevailed throughout the 
Institution; conferences were unusually 
full, and all seemed to take a deep in- 
interest in the concerns of eternity. At 
this truly animating period our pub- 
lic examination commenced, a circum- 
stance siucerely to be deplored, since it 
apparently drew the attention of many 
from the subject of religion to concerns 
of minor importance. The vacation 
that followed, by affording an opportu- 
nity to the greater part of iningling with 
the gay and fashionable circles of socie- 
ty, tended still more to dissipate their 
serious impressions and deaden thei 
sensibility to the charms of the Gospel. 
Notwithstanding these circumstances, 
apparently so unfavourable to the prog- 
ress of the revival, uine or ten of the stu- 
dents, five. of whoin were members of 
the sénior class, were bopanatly inade the 
subjects of renewing grace. ‘Though 

this number appears s! mall, yet the con- 
sideration that the whole number of 
hou-protessors was, Pg vacrgs. to the 
late attention, only 52, leads us to con- 

clude that the proportion of new con- 
verts Is proba! bly as great as the result 
of ordinary revivals should lead us to 
expect. But the work of divine grace 
lias not been confined to this Institution. 
The village of Clinton, situated about 
one mile and a half east of the College 
has been blest with the effusions of the 
Holy Spirit Upwards of ene hundres 
in that place are supposed to have ! 
come the subjects of renewing grace. 
*'Phis is the Lord’s doing and it is mar- 
vellous in our eyes.”

ATHENS, OHIO. 

Statement of the revivalin Athens, Ohio, 
communicated to the students at Nassau Hail. 

fn 1815 this place experienced a re- 
vival, by which torty were added to the 
Church, and two seasons of refreshing 
from the presence of the Lord had bceu 
witnessed before that period. ‘Lhese re- 
vivals and other causes contributed to 
give a new character to society in tus 
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place. Athens, a name which formerly 
associated with it every thing immoral 
and degrading, has, for several _ ears 

past, been famed for piety and order. 
The weight of character and influence 
has been on the side of religion and mo- 
rality. But still there were many here, 
who, though generally moral and deceat 
in their deportment, were living without 
God and without hope in the world. 
For some time belore the late revival, 
the garden of the Lord seemed to lan- 
suish for want of the genial influences of 
heaven. But the prospect was not alto- 
cether discouraging. ‘There was reason 
to hopo that ‘the clouds would pour 
down their blessing upon it, cause the 
withering hearts to revive, and the seed 
which had lain long in the earth to spring 
up and bear fruit to eternal lite. 

The commencement of last winter’s 
term brought together a number of young 
inen from different parts of the country, 

‘most of whom were destitute of that 
knowledge of God which is saving. 
Here was a collection of materials for 
the Holy Spirit to work upon. The 
Rev. John B. Whittlesey, a sincere, 
I -zealous and animating preacher of the 
pi vospel, having been clected professor of 
y Languages in the Insti tution, commenced 
a, his labours among us at the opening of 
<he session, and, together with the Pres- 
ident, diligently laboured in this vine- 
syard of the Lord. Some symptoms of 
a revival began to appear early in the 
winter, they were manifested by a more 
than usual attention to the means of 
erace, and the concern and anxiety of a 
tew individuals. About:tie latter part 
of January that anxitty and concern 
which had long beea suppressed became 
public. ‘The occasion was as follows ; 
a young man in a Sabbath evening 
prayer meeting, no longer able to con- 
ceal his feelin: ve, arose and with many 
tears, made known his situation, and 
declared his resolution of seeking the 
one thing needful. ‘Lhe opportunity 
was improved by the Rev. Mr. Lindly, 
who interrogating some others respecting 
‘ie state of their minds, tound that a 
number were labouring under deep con- 
eurn.

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the salvation of their souls, and anx- 
lously to enquire, * What must we do to 
be saved?” 'The houses of preaching 
and prayer were crowded during the 
seasons of divine worship with solean 
aud attentive audiences Some who 
were first impressed with their need of a 
Saviour soon found joy and peace in be- 
lieving, and engaging in their Master's 
cause, endeavoured to take their com- 
pauions by the hand and lead them to 
that Saviour whom they had found to be 
precious to their own souls. 

Vhe last Sabbath in March the erdi- 
nance of the Lord’s Supper was admin- 
istered. ‘his was a season that wil! 
doubtless long be remembered. Tie 
scene was pleasing and interesting inthe 
highest degree. Thirty one, tor the 
most part young persons, having been 
propounded for admissicninte the c: archi, 
oa this day came forward and pablicly 
professed their entire destitation of any 
righteousness of their own, their jnabili- 
ty to help themselves, their reliance on 
the Lord Jesus Christ for salvation, and 
their belief in the great fundamental 
doctrines of the Bible. ‘The scene cal- 
led forth tears of joy from the eyes of 
God’s children, and sinners were made 
to enquire what do these things mean? 
Now the flame which had before beer 
generally increasing, burst forth with as- 
tonishing force. Many who had hiiher- 
to been careless, became convinced of 
sin, of rigiteousness and of judgment. 
Some who had protessed to disbelieve the 
Bible, and others who were trusting in v- 
niversal salvation, found themselves sink- 
ing with the baseless farbic on which they 
stood. Thus de piived of every prop 
they struggled haid in the midst of 
mighty waters, till the kind Redecmer 
opened the window of his ark, and took 
them in. Some who had long been la- 
bouring to cosceal their feelings, amd . 
striving hard to resist conviction, were 
forced to submit, and bow at the feet of 
Jesus. 

Besides the regular prayer meeting, a 
number more were appoiuted and at- 
tended every week, aud devoted to 
prayer and conversation on the great 
things of religion. Some of these were 
composed ef young extlusivel ys 
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some of young ladies, and others of 
young avd middle aged persons, who 
were anXiously enquiring after salvation. 
Religion became the principal theme of 
conversation. Groupe of persons of ev- 
ery class were seen during the day, col- 
jected in different parts of the village, 
exhorting one another, or declaring 
what God had done for their souls.’ For 
some days the cares of the world seemed 
to be forgotten; business and study, 
with many, were laid aside, and the 
things of religi6n made the chief subject 
of concern. : Almost every individual in 
the town, the College and the neighbonr- 
hood, both young ‘and old, were more 
or Jess engaged in the common concern. 

The flame of excitement began to a- 

bate in the latter part of Apes; indeed, 
the fuel seemed to be all consumed. 
The whole number that has been added 
to the Presbyterian Church since the 
commencement of this awakening is 54; 
eight of these on certificate, some of 
whom had been long negle ctful to make 
themselves known as the followe-s of 
Jesus. Nine of these who joined the 
Church were students in College, who 
were admitted on examination. The 
Methodist Church in this town and neigh- 
bourhood has also had considerable ad- 
ditions. In addi:ion to the number sia- 
ted above, there are some more, both of 
the students and citizens, concerning 
whom hopes are entertained, who have 
not yet joined themselves to the Church. 
The number of these whom we hope 
have been brought from darkness to 
light is very great, m proportion to.the 
number composing the congregation, 
which it is presemed did not ordinarily 
exceed 200, one half, or perhaps a great- 
er proportion of whom were professors 
belore. 

No remarkable providence appeared 
to give rise to this revival. It seemed 
to spring from a gradual and increasing 
conviction, oceasioned by the preaching 
of the gospel, accompanied by the in- 
fluences of the Spirit of God. The ex- 
ercises of the subjects of this work, both 
in conviction and after they had found 
joy in believing, were very rational, 
discovering nothing of enthusiasm or the 
reveries ef aheated imagination,

With respect to the state of religion 
at present, we have only to add, that 
contrasted with what it was some months 
since, it appears to be low. ‘The great 
He ad of the Church appears however to 
be exciling great searchings of heart a~ 
mong © ‘bristians particularly the new 
converts ; each one seems anxious to know 
upon what foundation he has built. These 
we believe evidence by their lives and 
conversation that they have indeed pas- 
sed from death to life. A serious im- 
pression seems also to have been left on 
the minds of many who have not as vet 
professed to have obtained a hope through 
Christ. 

Dear brethren, pray for us that we 
may live as become th ‘the recipients of 
such sigual blessings. We have scarce- 
ly room to add, in addition, that in the 
neighbouring places where they are 
sometimes favoured with the preaching 
of the gospel by the instructors of this 
College, and where some of the students 
meet-with the people to assist them in 
the worship of God, great attention ts 
given and appearances are favourable 
for a revival. 

In Marietta and Belfree, the Lord has 
been, for some time, and we believe still 
is carrying on a work of grace. By a 
letter lately received from the former 
place, we learn that great attention pre- 
vails there; that prayer meetings an‘ 
conferences are crowded with anxious 
cnqguirers ; that about forty were tho ught 
to have o Dtained a good hope through 
grace, and new evidences of divine 
goodness were daily experienced.

About the first of Riivtntek 1819, 
there appeared some movement among 
the people. Christians were solemnls 
engaged iu prayer to Almighty God, for 
the salvation of immortal souls. Many 
who previously had been careless and 
secure in sin, now began anxiously to 
inguire what they should do to be saved. 
Our place of wership was crowded with 
an attentive audience, who listened with 
profound solemnity to the dispensation 
of the word. From every appearance, 
we had reasowa to expect ghere would 
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seon be numbers added unto the Lord 
‘There were a few who had previously 
entertained a hope, who had been living 
in neglect of duty, now caine forward 
and made public profession of religion. 
There were also several persons who 
professed a hope, that God for Christ’s 
sake had pardoned their sins. But in 
the midst of cur high expectations, for 
reasons best known to the great Head 
of the Church, these good appearances 
began gradually to disappear. We were 
now exercised with fearful apprehen- 
sions, lest the good Spirit was about to 
leave us; yet we were not entirely des- 
titute of hope, knowing that it is not of 
him that willeth nor of him that runneth, 
but of God that showeth mercy. Jeho- 
vah has declared that he will not give 
his glory to another; hence fits purposes 
are usually different trom the purposes 
of the sons of men, that no flesh should 
glory in bis presence. As he was pleas- 
ed apparently to disappoint us in our ex- 
pectations in the first instance, so he 
was pleased to dispel our fears in the 
last. About the first of January, 1520, 
the work again revived in the east part 
of the society, ata Factory village called 
Slater’s Factory. Lts first appearance 
in the above-mentioned village were pe- 
culiarly interesting. A girl about 14 or 
io years of age, wiilst under the preach- 
ing of the word, was seriously impress- 
ed with a view of her lost coniition as a 
sinner, guilty in the sight of God. Lor 
a number of days she felt the weight of 
evilt and almost. coneluded her case was 
hopeless. Bat in the last distressing 
hour, the Lord displayed delivering pow- 
er, and speke her sins forgiven. No 
sooner had she an evidence of her accep- 
tance with God than she began to inviie 
her mates to “come and taste, and 
how good the Lord is,” and her invita- 
tious were not in vain, but were the ap- 
parent means of inducing a namber to 
seek the Lord. Religion now became 
the common topic of conversation in the 
village, and those who were not in heart 
friendly to our Jerusalem, were asking, 
what meaneth this ? 

Neetings were held about every eve- 
ning for prayer and preaching, and 
scarce a mecting but some new born souls 


were lisping forth Immanuel’s praise, 
saying, “come near all ye that fear the 
Lord, and I will tell you what he bas 
done for my soul ” ‘This work continu- 
ed about six or seven weeks and then 
gradually declined. ‘Che converts were 
solemnly engaged, but manifested no 
frantic zeal. In relating their experien- 
ces they generally seemed to have con- 
sistent views of the law of God, as being 
by it condemned, and if they were ever 
Saved it must be by sovereign grace 
through Jesus Christ During this re- 
vival there have been twenty-six added 
to our Church by baptism. In the be- 
fore mentioned village, out of 100 souls, 
including small and great, there have 
been as we hope in charity above thir- 
ty instances of conversion. This is the 
Lord’s doing and it is marvellous in our 
eyes. Surely we may say with the 
greatest propriety, what hath God 
wrought. The work has been confined 
to no particular age or class of people, 
but both old and young, from the child 
of 9 years to the parent of 60, have been 
the subjects of converting grace. 

I would observe with sentiments of 
peculiar pleasure, that during the pres- 
ent revival, amongst the several minis- 
ters of several denominations who have 
preached here, the greatest barmony 
has been exhibited.

Joshua Bradley, dated at Middie- 
bury, Genessee Co. N.Y. July 21, 
1820, toa friend. 

My Dear Brother—We have been 
highly favoured in our new station and 
labours. In Bethany we have a large 
society, and a church has been. consti- 
tuted, and has now28 members. [ have 


baptized 19 there. A glorious revival’ 


is now going on in Warsaw under elder 
Pattison’s ministry. He has baptized 
4t. Forty have been added to the 
Church of which lam pastor. Itnow Is 
115 in number. I have had more than 
100 students; 14 of them are pious 
young men—5 have been licensed to 
preach; others atiend to exhortation, 
ve.— Limes. 
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Extract of a’lettcr from a respectable 
and porous genticman in the county 
of Stafford, Virginia, to his friend 
in Alexandria, dated July, 1820. 


I cannot refrain from communicating 
to you, (for [ know that you will, with a 
full heart, participate in my jey) what 
oreat thiugs God has done for us ; with- 
in this last four months, eleven of my 
servants have, [ humbly trust, leaped 
from deat) imto liie; and are enabled 
by the grace of God to go on their way 
rejoicing in hope of the glory set before 
us in the Gospel—Oh, bow good a God 
is our God! Knowing them, as I did 
before this blessed change was wrought, 
and conversing with them now on their 
exercises and evidences of acceptance 
through Jesus, I have abundant cause 
for gratitude and thankiulness to God; 
but none for doubt and fear as to their 
having experienced a change of heart.”

The Portage Education Society was formed 
Dec 9, 1819, by the Presbytery of Portage.” 
The dbject of this Society is, to assist indigent 
young nen of piety and talents, in obtaining a 
suitable education for the ministry ofthe gospel. 
he annual meeting of the Society is ield in A- 
pri, at the time and place of the meeting ct the 
Presbytery of Portage. The report of the 
frustees tor the preceding year is then read, 
and the officers tor the ensuing year are ap- 
pointed. Every person, who receives assist- 
ance from this Society, is bound, if called up- 
on by ihe Trustees, to refund, with jawtul 
uterest, such sums a§ fe shall have reccived 
ee 
_" The Presbytery of Portage includes in its 
laits the Counties of Portage, Cuyahoga, 
Huron and Medina. This Presbytery was 
formed Oct 1819, agreeably to a resolution of 
the Synod of Pittsburg, dividing the Grand 
River nt at hah and erecting these counties 
a & new Presbytery to be named the Pres. 
‘Ylery of Portage. 
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from them, in case he does not devole him- 
self to the gospel ministry. Any person may 
he amember of this Society, by paying one 
dollar annually into the treasury, and by pay- 
ing ten dollars at One time a» member tor lie. 
The Treasurer is Mr George Kilborn of Hud- 
son, who will thanktully receive, and apply, 
according to the order of the Jrustees, any 
donations and suhscriptions, which may be 
presented. The business of the Society is 
managed by eight Trastees; four of whom 
are ministers and iour laymen. 


Extreels from the Report of the Trastees, April: 
182v. 


“ By the Treasurer’s report it will be seen, 
that there have been contributed to the funds 
uf the dociety, in cash $82, and in articles ot 
clothing $39 25. More than one half of the 
funds in cash, has been contributed by the Fe- 
male Charitable Society of Hudson, and more 
than three quarters of the funds in clothing, 
have been turnished by ladies in Aurora.— 
‘These circumstances show, that but little bas 
becn done compared with what might have 
been effected. 

‘¢Samoel Bissel, who-was last spring takem 
under the patronage of the Trustees, receiv- 
ed, trom your funds, ten dollars to assist him 
in purchasing books. He is now a member of 
yale College, prosecuting his studies, with a 
view to thé ministry of the gospel, and is no 
longer under the care of this Society. .The 
two other young men, who were, at the same. 
time, received under the patronage of your 
Trustees, have thro’ the year veen prosecuting 
their studies, under the instruction of Elizur 
Wright. Esq. ‘Their diligence in study, and 
their improvement in knowledge have been 
commendable ‘their conduct has been con- 
sistent and proper. The only expences, which 
they have occasioned the Society, have been 
for books and clothes. ‘These expences have 
amounted in ca-h to $22 (51-2, and in arti- 
cles of clothing to $23 25 ‘Lhey have boar- 
ded with their parents, and their Instructor has 
charged nothing for his services. But tor these 
favors, your Trustees must have ten embar- 
rassyd tor want oi funds. Had their ability 
equalled their desire, they should now have 
under their patronage, cot only two, but ma- 
ny promisiny young men preparing for the 
ministiy Let the churches supply the means 
oi education, and the Lord will tarnish suita- 
ble persons to educate Let the churches 
within the limits of this Presbytery, turnisi: 

the means of education and they will not long 
have to complain, The labourers are few. 

“ Brethren, the Lord is smiling on Societies 
for educating those, who are to publish the 
gospel tu the destitute. He is giving these 
Societies favor in the sight of his people’ He 
is influencing individuals to do liberally tor 
their support. By revivals of religion, he is 
turnishing many suitable objects, on which 
these societies may expend their funds to ad- 
vantage Many young men are coming for- 
ward. as fruits of these revivals, whose heart: 
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glow with love to the Saviour, whose breasts 
are warmed with benevolence tomen They 
possess the spirit of Missionaries, the spirit of 
Jesus. They mourn overthe waste places of 
Zion. They look with anxiety to the Hea- 
then, and would make any sacrifice to promote 
their salvation They would cheerfully go 
and instruct them in the way of holiness; ia 
the way to Christ and heaven. A conscious- 
ness of their incapacity, properly to do this, 
prevents. To obtain a suitable education 
themselves, their pecuniary resources forbid 
Mast they relinquish the hope of publishing 
the unsearchable riches of Christ, because 
they are unable to educate themselves? Tho’ 
their piety and talents would, with proper cul- 
tivation, reuder them distinguishedly useful to 
the church, must the church be deprived of 
their public service becanse they are poor? 
Are their brethren a/c, but un willing to edu. 
gate them? Shall it be said, that Christians 
bad rather see the destiiute perish in their sins, 
than assist in educating spiritual teachers for 
them? Can Christians suffer this? Those 
who bear the Christian name, may; but those 
who have the spirit of Christ, cannot”
